Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  state 
of  the  Public  Health  in  the  Rural  District  of  Pershoro  for  the  year  1970, 
and  the  work  carried  out  by  your  Public  Health  Department. 

As  was  the  case  in  the  previous  year,  the  statistics  indicate  a 
generally  satisfactory  state  of  health  in  the  District. 

The  estimated  population  shows  an  increase  of  200  on  the  figure 
for  the  previous  year.  Those  estimates  are  based  on  the  1961  Census,  and 
will  become  more  precise  when  we  have  the  results  of  the  1971  Census,  which 
will  also  give  us  more  accurate  figures  for  the  populations  of  the  various 
Parishes. 

The  birth  rate  was  above  the  average  for  Mngland  and  Dales,  and 
the  standardised  death  rate  was  below  the  national  average. 

\7ith  regard  to  infectious  diseases,  there  was  a  substantial  drop 
in  the  notifications  of  infectious  jaundice,  only  6  ca.ses  being  notified, 
compared  with  56  in  1969.  There  was,  however,  an  increase  in  the 
notifications  of  measles,  105,  compared  with  only  2  in  1969* 

Only  one  case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified,  and  the  slow  downward 
trend  in  the  total  number  of  cases  on  the  register  has  been  maintained:

This  was  pi-ovided  by  the  County  Council  and  included  the  routine 
medical  inspection  of  school  children,  special  medical  examinations 
and  continued  care  of  all  handicapped  children,  dental  inspections, 
treatment,  and  dental  health  education,  and  arrangements  fox’  the  referring 
of  children,  where  necessary,  for  specialist  attention  at  eye  clinics, 
hearing  testing  clinics,  orthopaedic  clinics,  speech  therapy  sessions, 
and  the  child  guidance  psychiatric  clinic. 


Increasing  attention  was  given  to  the  health  education  of  school 
children,  and  assistance  in  this  respect  was  given  to  the  staff  at  the 
Pel-shore  High  .School  and  other  schools  in  the  District. 


The  County  Council  provided  a  laboratory  for  the  chemical  and 
bacteriological  analysis  of  water,  milk  and  other  foods. 


The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  provided  at  the  Royal  Infirmary, 
Worcester,  facilities  for  the  bacteriological  examination  of  specimens  in 
connection  with  the  diagnosis  and  prevention  of  spread  of  infectious 
disease .

2.  Water  Supply: 

A  total  of  6,9^3  dwellings  with  an  estimated  population  of 
20,768  are  supplied  from  the  public  mains. 

The  South  West  Wor cost or shire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  public  water  supplies  throughout  tho  area. 

The  main  sources  of  supply  are  the  Springs  supply  on  Bredon 
Hill  and  the  Worcester  City  River  Severn  abstraction  works.  Bulk 
supplies  are  obtained  from  the  Coventry  and  Cheltenham  Corporations.

Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  provided  and  maintained  throughout

Sewage  pumped  to  upward-flow  sedimentation  tank;  settled 
effluent  passing  percolating  filter  and  humus  tank  before 
being  discharged  to  stream. 

Bredon 

Village  sewered  on  'combined'  system.  Sewage  received,  primary 
settlement  and  effluent  is  then  discharged  by  feed  channels  for 
land  treatment.  Major  sewerage  scheme  in  progress,  including 
provision  of  new  sewage  disposal  works. 

Broughton  Hackett 

Small  gravity  works,  with  settlement  tank,  filter  and  humus  tank. 

Comber ton,  Great 

A  'package  deal'  Extended  Aeration  Plant,  followed  by  an 
upward  flow  clarifier.

Sewage  pumped  to  upward-flow  sedimentation  tank,  settled 
effluent  passing  through  percolating  filter  to  humus  tank. 

Cropthorne 

Crude  sewage  pumped  to  upward-flow  sedimentation  tank;

Settled  effluent  pumped  to  percolating  filter,  followed  by 
settlement  of  humus. 

Whittington 

Gravity  works  with  storm  overflow,  settling  tank  and  filter. 

Pershore 

Sewage  from  the  Parishes  of  Pershore,  Pinvin,  Wick  and  Wyre  Piddle  is 
delivered  to  a  main  pumping  station  in  Defford  Road,  Pershore,  from  whence  it 
is  pumped  via  a  12"  diameter  Rising  Main  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at 
Tyddesley  Wood*  Here  it  is  passed  for  treatment  through  upward-flow 
sedimentation  tanks,  bacteria  beds  and  humus  tanks  before  being  discharged  to 
Bov/  Brook. 

Work  is  well  in  hand  on  Phase  I  of  the  scheme  v/hich  covers  the  enlargement 
of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Tyddesley  Wood,  and  which  includes  the  provision 
of  Heated  Sludge  Digestion  equipment .  Phase  I  should  be  completed  during  the 
early  part  of  1971,  and  it  is  intended  that  Phase  2  shall  follow  almost 
immediately.
